the Judgment, that Perſons under this Mad- 


neſs value not n hat Injuries they do them- 
ſelves, in raſhly attempting ſome trifling 
Prejadice to an Adverſary. This Paſſion 
in Women ſprings frequently from the enve- 
nom'd Seeds of corrupted Love ; ( as the 
beſt Wines once turn'd become the ſharpeſt 
Vinegar (ard is ſo predominant in this Sex, 
that they value nothing they do to accom- 
pliſh thoſe Ends in which the Sweetneſs of 
their Revenge is center'd ; and as they 
Loveto Exireams, ev'ry little Neglect they 
cnaſtrue a great Slight, and through their 
xeakneſs, miſtake Accident often for De- 
ſign, and fling themſclves by their own 
Whimfies and Conceis, into an evil Opinion 
of Perſons which they Love.

Thereby there 
grew ſuch a Familiarity between them, 
that this Demon was forced ſametimes to 
go to other places, which he made her be- 
lieve were of great Repute, and gave her a 
Sevitor in his pl»ce, which aſſiſted her in all 
things; and taking the Form of the ſaid 
Mar aalen, did Imitate her ia all things, do- 
ing that which ſhe ought to do for her eaſe; 
and when her Demon return'd, he told her 
all things worthy of Notice that had paſs'd 


in the World.

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Among other Things, he told her one 
Day, of the taking of Frarcis the Firſt Pri- 
foner, and the Spoil that was ſcon after 
committed at Rome, which ſhe relating: to 
the Nuns, they thought ſhe knew it by Re- 
velation of ſome gocd Angel. 

To make ſhort the Story, this Magdalen 
doing admirable Signs, and ſtrange Won- 
ders, which palltd for Miracles, together 
with the Holineſs of Life which outwardly 
appear'd, ſhe was choſen Abbe ſs of the Mo- 
naſtry, to the Satisfaction cf all the Religi- 
aus therein, and betav'd hericlt fo well in 
this Charge, that nothing was to be Com- 
plain'd of ia her. On Feitivals ſhe was ſo 
fervently Devout, that ſhe hath beea litted 
up Three Cubits high from the Ground, ha- 
ving often ia her Hands, the Image cf Our 
Lord, ſhewing at Timcs, a Head of Hair 
reaching te her Accles, which diſappeat'd 
preieatly. Being at Maß, the partition- 
Wali of the Choir, would open of it (elf, 
ſometimes to give a more commedic us 
Sight of the holy Hei, and thoſe Days 
wherein ſhe fail'd to Communicate (which 
is very ſtrange ) the Prieſt having conſecra- 
ted the Holts to the Number of the Nuns 
/ preſeat, found that he had one to fy, be- 
lieving that ſome good Angel had reſerv'd 
it to give it her himſelf, Aad indeed, ſome 
of the Religious did ſometimes ſee the Hoſt 
come to her ia the Air, and this very m_ 
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did leap into her Mouth, which ſhe ſhew'd 


'em publickly. f 
This fo augmented her Credit and Re 
putation of Holineſs, that Popes, Emper- 


ots, Kings, and Princes, ſent their Letters, 


recommending themſelves to her Prayers. 
The Span ſſ Princeſſes were firſt Deceiv'd , 
for the Wife of Carle the Veh, ſent her 
Swadling-Cloaths to wrap ber Son Philip 
the IId in, that ſhe ſhould bleſs chem with 
her own Hands. But ſhe did io many 
wonderful! Things, that at laſt the Nuns 
began to take her for a Itch, which ſhe 
perceiving, and God touching her by De- 
grees wich his Grace, the Thirty Years of 
her Covenant being ſoon after expir'd, 
about the Year 1546, ſne accus'd herſelf, 
and coufeſs'd to the Vißtors of the Order, 
th at ſhe had known this Demon from the 
Age of Twelve Vears, continuing them to 
Thirty and cnward ; and having made a 
general Confeſſion, begg'd their Aſſiſtance, 
waen the Demen, who had fo long be witch- 
ed her, ſeeing her Reſolution, endezvour'd 
by all Means to d ſſuade her; but not able 
to effect it, was conſtrained to leave her, 
who, the becter to expiate her Sin, was put 
in Priſon, where ſhe under went a hard and 
auſtere Pennance, till at laſt ſhe obtain'd 

Pardon of it from Pope Pan! the IVth. 
By this we may in ſome Meaſure te 
what Fleaſure the Devil takes in poſſeſſing

may get Acquaintance, and Acquaintanc 
bringeth Familiarity, and Familiarity ſets 
all Follies abroach, and certainly if a Wo- 
man loves G-ddiag, ſhe will pawa her Ho. 
neſty to pleaſe her Fancy. 

And to ſupport her Extravagancies, Met 
muſt be ar all the Coſt, and yet Live by the 
Loſs ; a Man muſt take all the Pains, and 
Womea ſpend the Gains. A Man may 
Watch and Ward, Fight aad Defend, Til 
the Ground, and Labour in the Vin yard, 
and whatever he gets in Seven Years, 4 
Woman will {4a:oder away in One; and 
yet little enough to ſerve her Turn, but a 
great deal too little to get her good Will. 
Nay, if you give her never ſo much, and 
yet if your Perſon pleaſe not her Humour, 
her Honeſty will not be worth a Halt-Pen- 
Dy at the Year?s-end : For then her Breaſt 
will harbour an envious Heart, full of ma- 
licious Poyſon ; her Head will deviſe Villa- 
ny, and her Hands ready to put it in Exe- 
cution.

being able to allay her Fury, in Vengeance

Antonius Muret, in his firſt Book of va- 
rious Leſſons, propoſeth Examples of cer- 
tain Women who ſhewed themſelves im- 
placable Enemies towards thoſe who would 
net condeſcend to their filthy Pleafures. 

The Firſt of them was the Wife of Pe- 
tiphar, who having not the Power to cor- 
rups and debauch Joſeph by her alluring 
pet ſuaſions, accus'd him to her Husband; 
for an Attempt of a Rape; and tho? this 
were an Impoſture, and an Effect of the 
Rage of Love, yet was he impriſon'd with 
Chains on his Feet and Hands, through the 
Credulity ſhe had begot in her Husband. 

The Second was Pheadra, who becauſe ſhe 
couid not enjoy the Love of Hippolitus, her 
Son-in-Law, accus'd him to her Husbang” 
to have attempred her Honour, and effected 


lo 
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ſo much by her counterfeiting, diſſembling 
Tricks, that Hippolitus was torn and drawn 
in pieces by wild Horſes. 

The Third was Antea, Wife to King Pretus, 
1 hoſelutreaties notprevailing mithBellerophon 
ts He with ker, ſhe addreſs d her ſelf to the King 
with a /a'ſe Charge, that he would have polluted 
his con gate and royal Bed, and thereupon de- 
manded his Life, which was taken away after- 
Wards by the Stratagem of a Letter, that i 
ſince grown into a Proverb. 

The Fourth was Philonome, who being 
vie d her Pleaſure by Tenis the Son of Cygnus, 
accus'd bim to his Father for having ſollicited 
ber to Uncieanneſs :, which the Father too vain- 
ly believing, commanded him tobe enclos'd in 4 
Ch. N, and thrown into the Sea. 

The Fifth was Hippolite, Vit of Acaſtus, 
the King of Magneſia, who not gaming the 
Aſﬀjettion of Peleus to ber wanton Embraces, 
iompeecs'd him 10 her Husband, that he weuld 
Have violated and corrupted that Fidelity (ht 
had for him; and ſo cauſed hu Life to be ta- 
ten away. 

The Sixth was Hippodame, the Wiſe of 
Pelops, whoriaing abread, made him bel ie ve 


de: 


ſhe was extream thirfly, which cauſed her Huſ- 


band to alight cut of the Chariot, with Myrtil- 
lus the Driver, Pelops was vo ſoorer gone 
eff, bur ſhe follicits ker Charzoteer to he with 
ter, nich he loyaly refuſed ;, ans no ſooner re- 
'urn'd, but jhe acquaints him, bat Myrtillus 
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would have ſorc' a her; which he alſo believing, 
threw the ſaid Wretch into the Sea there ad- 
yoyning. : 

The Seventh was the beautiful Mother of 
Timaſian the Egyptian; who failing of her 
Deſiga upon the Chaſtity cf her Son- in- 
Law, challeng'd him to his Father, not of 
the intent of Adultery with her, but of 
Buggery, a greater Crime; which ſo iacen- 
ſed the Father, that he forc'd him forthwith 
into Baniſhment. 

The Eighth- was Fauſta, Davghter of 
Maximinus, Wife of Conſtantine the Great; 
who was ſo in Love with Cr:/pws ber Son- 
in-Law. which he had by one of his Con- 
cubines, that ſt e endeavour'd by all means 
to entice him to her Bed; but finding him 
not to be Debauch'd, ſhe chang'd this ar- 
dent Love into an irreconcileable Hatred, 
and accus'd him to the Emperor ef en- 
deavouring the Diſhonouring of her. Up- 
on Which the Emperor caus'd him to be 
Slain ; tho* afterwards underſtanding ihe 
Falſeneſs of his Wife, and the Truth of 
the Fact, he condemn'd her alſo to Dye, 
to ſerve as an Example to all other | 
men, who would thus Revenge the Refy- 
ſal of their Baſeneſs and Impudicity, ove 
of an inſupportable Rage and unſatisfied 
Anger and Hatred.

No 
marvel (cry'd Socrates ) for your Ways 


ſeem Pleafant and Eaſy, which Youth love 


to walk in; but the Way to a vertuous 
Life is full of Briars. 

Meſſalina, Wife of the Emperor Clau- 
dius Caſar, boaſting of ner Intemperance, 
went into the publick Stews, and proſti, 
tuted her Bcdy to all Comers and Goers, 
waging with the moſt common Har lot in 
Rome, that ſhe would endure more Men 
than ſhe could, and won the Wager, ha- 
ving lain with Twenty-five ſeveral Rufhans 
in one Night, and that with fo much Vi- 
gour, and continuauce cf Luft, .. ſhe 
departed inthe Morning wearied, not fa- 
tisfied; and the Other who loſt this exe» 
crable Wager, for her part, had been pol- 
iutcd with T wenty- Three. 
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The fair and beautiful Hynes, ſo much bela- 
ved by Charles VII King of France, va- 
lued the Enjoyment ot ber Body at fo high 
a Rate, that ſhe not only inriched her poor 
Parents, but was ſtil! fo furniſhed and ſt o- 
red with Gold acd Silver, that ſhe could 
leave by her laſt Will and Teſtament, 
Threſcore Thouſand Crowns, to that place 
where ſhe was Buried. 

The Learned Athens reports another 
Story (more prodigious than this) of Phryne 
the Curtezan, who had get ſo much Wealth 
in Love's Combats, that me offer'd to the 
Inhabitants of Thebes, Money enough to re- 


| build the Walls of their City, beautified 


with One Hundred goodly Gates, provided 
they would place in the Porials this laſcrip- 
tion, Alexander evertit, Phryne amica er ex- 
it, Alex ander demoliſht them, and Phryne the 
Curtezan bath reared them : Hutarch ſpeaking 
of the ſame Woman, ſaith, That ſhe was 
ſo confidently ſhameleſs, as to offer at the 
Temple of Apollo, the Statue of Venus, all 
of pure Gold, whereon thefe Words were 
Engraved, Ex Grecorum intemperant ia; iu- 
timating, that ſhe had acquired the price of 
the faid Statue, by the Luſts and latempe- 
rance of the Graciars. 


King Demetrius giving but one Glance of 


dis Eyes ſuddenly upon Lamia, he was ta- 


ken preſently with her Net, and ſpent ele- 
ven Talents of Silyer upon her, which he 
had 
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had provided and appointed to pay his 


Soldiers ; and furthermore, he quite for-

it unto, whey he ſhould leave this World 
nim ſelt. 


And it was that in all likelyhocd which 
mad the Prophet Eſſaias Meſſage ſo harſh 
and heavy to King Hezekiah, when he 
brought him Word he ſhould Die; becauſe

Iſue : For his Son Manaſſes, that ſucceed- 
ed him, haviag Fifteen Yeers at leaſt, ſur-
